to his Palace of white Hall , where the Lord Major and the ret 
molt humbly cooke their- leaves of his Majeſty , who gave them all 
hearty thanks for their ſo large demonſtrations of their loves and loyal- 
ties, This being done,the af 500, horle-men, with foot- men and tor- 
ches returned back attending the Lord Major to his houſe, of whom his 
Lord(hip molt kiudly took his leave,and every man retired to his home, 
Entertainments given to Kings m former times by the foreſaid C ay. 

Ir Henry Picard, Knight Lord Major of the City of London, did 

in the yeare of our Lord, 135 7. at one time entertaine and feal(t 
4: Kings, (viz.) Edward the tbrrd King of England, lohn King of 
F rarce, David King of Scotlend, and William Ling of Cyprus ; Al- 
ſo Edward the black Prince of #aleszthe Prince Dauphin of Fraxce 
w ith all the Nobility and Geatty of Lords, Knights, Ladies and 0- 
thers, were worthily entertained by the ſaid Lord Major, to their 


great contentiments, and memorable Honourof this famous Citic. 


But to come to neerer times, Ifinde in Maſter Stowes Chronicle 
that Queene Elizabeth in Anno I 85. the 27. of her Raigne that 
ſhe having been on progrelle, and comming to her pallace of Saint 
Zames,was cntcrtained by the Lord Major, his Brethren the Alder- 
men and Citizens, 200. of the Commoners being in Velvet Coates,

King /ames (of bleſſ:d memory , at his returne from Scorlaxd, 
inthe fifteenth yearc of his Raigne, Ammo 15r7, was met at Hyde 
Park by the Lord Major (Sir George Bods Knight Lord Major) and 
the Aldermen, and more then 400. Commoners of the City, with 
ch:ines of gold, and V-lvet coates, and a preſent (a purſe with five 
hundred pound preſented to his M jeſty. The like cntertainement 
his Majeſty (King {/.-2:5 had ar his comming to the Cathedrall 
Church of St. Paws in Lond>2,in the 18, yeare of his Raign 1 620 
when Sir #/i//12m Cockain was Lord Major where alfoal the Com- 
panycs ſtood within places in the way with Binners ann Eſcouchi- 
ons, and the ſtreers railed, with Rich preſcnts given, 

In the 5. ycarof th: Raigne of our now gracious King Charles, 
1629. Sir [ames Cambell Knight (then Lord Major) fealted elenen 
Lords, all Knights of the Garter,and cach of them fifty men with 
Chaines of: Gold, and Liveries beſides many other of the Nobility 
entry and Commoners then there nobly cntertained, Verſes 
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Verles Preſented to his Majeſty,
